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GENERALLOGAN’S DEATH. 


THE ILLINOI$ SENATOR BREATHES 
HIS LAST. 


Zhe Surprise Whieh the News Has Crested-The 
R Scene Around the Deathbed-The Bolitical 
Complications Likely to Grow Out of 
the Event-—Geutral Sympathy. 


W \smanc TON December 26.—[Special. ]|—J ust 
before the services in the Metropolitan Meth- 
odist..Episcopal ehuarch began this morning, a 
messenger from the house of General John A. 
Logan cutered the edifice and announced that 
ihe family requested the prayers of the pastor 
and congregation for the recovery of the gen- 
eral, whore imess bad then reached the crit- 
ical stage. The Rev. Dr. Newman at once dis- 
patched a messenger to Calumet place, and, 
before the benedictién was said, this man re- 
iurned with a message to the effoct that Gen- 
eral Tecan was slowly passing away. ‘The 
reverend pastor led his congregation in an 
earnest but almost silent prayer for the soldier 
and statesman who was so soon to close is 
eyes in death. 

THE DEATH ANNOUNCED. 

John A. Logan died shartly before three 
o'clock and thereby added another illustrious 
name to the necrology of the dying year, which 
has becn so replete with the names of the na- 
tion’s servants. 

Since the campaign of 1884, General Logan 
has lived a very quiet and even life in his 
newly acquired home on the hills to the north 
ofthe city. He has entered little upon the so- 
cial gaitics of Washington, but instead has de- 
voted his time to literary  pur- 
suits, and to the enjoyment of 


‘the old fashionéd house which he expected to 


leave ssa homestead to his estimable wife in 
the event of his death. He purchased this 


place only about two years ago, and agreed to 


pay $20,000 for it. It is understood that he has 
paid only a few thousand dollars upon it, and 
ihat it is heavily mortgaged to Don Cameron, 
from whom it was purchased. Logan, unlike 
2. majority of his colleagues 
upper house, was dependent entirely 
upon his salary as a senator for his 
living. Although in public life for more than 
a quarter of a century, it is doubtful if his es- 
tate today would realize the amount of his 
salary for three years, when his debts are paid. 
Asa politician, he ranked high in the council 


here was seldom held without his presence, and 
when a move of more than ordinary signifi- 
fance wasto be made, he was always among 


‘the first to be consulted. 


THE NEWS ABROAD. 

The news of his death spread rapidly to all 
sections of the city, and within an hour after 
the voice of the dread messenger the fact was 
the current snbject of gossip and comment. 
At first a story was spread extensively, which 
said that the legislature of Illinois, which 
meets in January, was SO close 
that there was a prospect of 
the election of Wm. R&R. Morrison 
to succeed him, but the Dlineis congressmen in 
ihe city very soon dispelled this illusion, and 
ut once inquiries as te who will be the repubdli- 
can most likely to receive the honor were set 
on foot. There are four men mentioned here 
in this connection. namely, Congressmen Hen- 
@«rson, Payson and Cannon, and Ex-Congress- 
win Charies R. Farwell. This millionaire 
Chicago merchant was talked of as a dark 
Lorse during the dead-lock at Springfield. It 
is generaliy believed here that Farwell is the 
man. 

Logan’s death has removed another celebrat- 
ed soldier from the list of the survivors of the 
war,and in spite of the misunderstanding 
which arcseat the meeting in San Francisco 
last year, no living man stands so closely to 
the members of the Grand Army of the Repub- 
lic as did John A. Logan. He ranked with 
Sherman in popularity among the rank and file 
ofthe union army,and coming as he did from the 
volunteer arm of the service, he was in many 
respects more closely allied to the grand army 
men than even that popular hero, General 
Sherman and his brother, the senator, were 
among the first to call on Mrs. Logan this af- 
terneon. The respect between General Sher- 
juan and General Logan was always sincere.

THE DEAD STATESMAN: 


The Seneation Caused by the News of His 
Death. 

Wasuineton, December 26.—John A. Logan 
died at three minutes before three o'clock this 
afternoon. His death, which came with start- 
ling suddenness to his family and friends, had 
not been unexpected by his physicians for some 
days. A lurking tendency to brain complica- 
tion. which had been presentin greater or less 
degree and constantly increasing in severity 
curing his entire illness, had prepared them to 
expect the worst. The racking pains which he 
suffered during the early days of his -illness 
vielded to treatment, but left himina weak 
and exhausted condition, from which he never 
rallied, and upon which fever preyed with in- 
creasing violenee, until the hour of bis death 

THE WEKAKENXNING PULSE. 

After last midnight his pulse grew weaker 
andjweaker, and atfour o’clock this morning his 
condition was such as to cause great fear of his 
immediate death. After this he rallied some- 
what, and at a consultation which was held at 
% o'clock this morning his pulse was fonnd to 
be somewhat stronger, but his general condition 
was not such as to give any hope of ultimate 
recovery. Dr. Baxter-relieved Dr. Hamilton at 
ihe conclusion of the consultation and contin- 
ned in constant attendance until the general’s 
death. The physicians again met in consulta- 
tion at 1:30 p.m. at which time it was appa- 
rent that the patient was rapidly sinking and 
could not live buta few hours. At 2 o’oclock 
the general revived sufficiently to recognize 
his w ife, who has been at his bedside night and 
day during his entire illness. As she spoke to 
him he locked up into her face and all who 
were present knew that he recognized her. 

THE SLEEP IN DEATH. 

This was thg last manifestation of conscious- 
ness. He then wearily closed his eyes and sank 
egain into a lethargic sleep, from which he 
never awoke. Whilethe public has been aware 
for a week or more that General Logan was 
confined to his room with rheamatism, many 
«even of his most intimate friends were as late as 
yesterday afternoon 
srerions character of the attack, and 
to the masses the announcement in this 
morning's papers thatthe statesman lay at 
death's door, brought a shock of sorrowful sur- 
prise, All daylong the carriages of sympathetic 
callers have occupied the space in front of the 
Calumet place, while hundreds of pedestrians of 
ail walks in life have climbed the bill upon 
which the Logan mansion stands, to ask if it 
were true that all hope was past.

Intimate 
friends gathered with the grief stricken and 
almost frantic relatives about the bedside, 
while in the spacious hall and par- 
lors below, -a  sad-faced throng re- 
mained in expectancy. The stifled sobs 
of the wife and children, and the inarticulate 
utterances of the d ying man were audible at 
times throughout the mansion. At five min- 
utes before three, Dr. Baxter came out of tic! 
sickreom and said to one who was waiting for 
intelligence: “Simply say he is dying.” Then 
the voice of prayer at the bedside rose above 
the scbs of the stricken mourners, and, with 
its end, ended the .life of the warrior-states- 
mah. 

THE SCENE AT THE DEATHBED. 

Among those at the bedside of the dying man 
were Senator and Mrs. Cullom and daughter, 
General Sheridan, Senator and Mrs. Cockrell, 
General Raum, Congressmen Henderson and 
Thowas of Illinois, and Mrs. Thomas, Senator 
Miller and wife, Congressman Symes of Color- 
ado, Dr. Baxter, Henry Strong and Daniel 
Shepard and wife of Chicago, and the general's 
private secretaries, W.B. Taylor and Albert 
Hall. At the head of the bed knelt Mrs. Logan, 
one arm encircling her dying hnsband’s neck, 
the hand of the other stroking his forehead. At 
her side were John A, Logan, Jr., and 
Rev. Dr. Newman. Opposite these were. his 
daughter, Mrs. Tucker, and her husband and 
George A. Logan, the general’ snephew. “The 
scene,’ said Dr. Baxter, “was one of the sad- 
dest that I have ever witnessed. All present 
were decply affected. The grief of Mrs. Lo- 
gan and her children was pitiful in the ex- 
treme.’ It is stated that the general’s body 
will, no doubt, be taken to Illinois for buria! 
but no definite arrangements for the funeral 
will be made until Mrs. Logan, who is wholly 
prostrated, can be consulted. 

ARRANGEMENTS FOR THE FUNERAL,

He sent at once for the deputy sergeant-at- 
arms of the senate, who, upon his arrival half 
an hour later, entered upon the usual prelimi- 
nary arrangements for the funeral by sum- 
moning an undertaker, and telegraphing to 
the sergeant-at-arms and to others ata distance. 
General Logan’s system was very sensitive to 
weather changes of a particular kind, and he 
has often been heard to remark in a half jocu- 
lar way that he believed he could accurately 
foretell ihe coming of a snow storm, The seeds 
of his diserder were sown during the war, his 
first attack of rheumatism having followed 
immediately the end of a twenty-four hours 
march through a Alinding snowstorm. His 
last attack, too, resulted from a brief 
exposure to the snow storm of a fort- 
night ago, and his death was preceded 
by but a few minutes the beginning of o heavy 
flurry, which, though brief, covered th carte 
with a thick carpet of white. 
EXPRESSIONS OF REGRET. 

Among the hundreds of expressions regard- 
ing General Logan’s death, the following are 
selected as showing the place he held in the 
estimation of those with whom he was asso- 
ciated in his daily, public and social life: Gen- 
eral Sheridan, who was just leaving his resi- 
dence as the reporter called, spoke of General 
Logan's death with much feeling, and at times 
hiseyes were bedimmed with tears. He said: 
“I had known General Logan for twenty-five 
years, and had the highest appreciation of him 
as asoldier, asa statesman. andas aman. I 
went out to his house today and saw him die, 
and itwas one of the saddest experiences I 
have ever had. Isawhimadayortwo ago. 
He was very sick then, but I did not suppose 
he was so near death. His family did not think 
so, and I don’t believe the doctors thought so 
either. Hecertainly did not act as if he 
thought he was about todie. His death will 
prove a great loss to the country.* He was one 
ofthe ablest men lever met, a man of fixed 
opinions and one always ready and able to 
maintain them. Although we were both in 
the army during the war, we did not become 
personally acquainted until it wasover. The 
scene at his deathbed today was particularly 
distressing to me. I never like to See 
a man die. Of course I have’ seen 
thousands of men killed in 
battle, but it never has the same effect-on me 
as to stand quietly by the bedside and see a 
strong man’s life ebb away. During the war I 
never liked to go into the hospital to see the 
wounded and the dying, and I had almost to 
be forced into them when‘it was necessary for 
me to visitthem. So yon can imagine how 
keenly it effected me tostand by and see an 
old and esteemed friend pass away.’’ 

Secretary Bayard had not heard of General 
Logan’s death when the reporter of the asso- 
ciated press called upon him this evening, but 
he bad feared that the end was near from what 
he had seen inthe morning papers. Said Secre- 
tary Bayard: “Serhething suggested General Lo- 
gau tomy azind just halfand hour ago, and I 
turned to my children and remarked whata 
career he had had. I was thinking what a 
strong, active, vigorous life he had led, how 
much he had undergone,how much he had suf- 
fered. Itis sad when a manly career, so active 
and vigorous as his, closes, but he finds rest 
and peace at last.’ 

Secretary Whitney said: “General Logan 
Was a very strong type. His courage and fear- 
leesness, and the absence of all humbugry and 
falseness in his character, were whatI most 
admired. Formerly he was not credited with 
much intellectual power, which has lately 
been conceded to him. He is another of the 
great national figures of the republican party 
ite is a great loss to the country in my 
judgment.” 

Senator Sherman said: “General Logan has 
always filled a very conspicuous position since 
he has been in public life. I knew him before 
the war as a member of the house of repre- 
sentatives. He was then the friend and spokes- 
man of Douglas, in the latter’s political con- 
tests, and was one of his most intimate 
friends when the war broke out. 1 have 
known General Logan ever since his election to 
therenate. He was undoubtedly a very bril- 
liant soldier, eminent for-gallantry and cour- 
age, and among all the soldiers from civil life, 
he was one of the most distinguished, if not, 
indeed, the mst brilliantly distinguished of 
them all.” 

Senator Beck, who, with Senator Allison. 
had just returned from Mrs. Logan's, said: “J 
knew General Logan intimately, both in the 
house and senate. He was a biunt, strong, 
bold, honest, maniy man. His integrity was 
absolute, and if his temper had beeu equal to 
his integrity, he would 
along better. He left no 
man behind him.

President Cleveland said he was inexpress- 
ibly shocked by the news of Senator Logan's 
death. From his limited personal acquaint- 
ance with him, he had formed a high opinion 
of him asa sincere, frank and generous man, 
and his loss would be very sensibly felt by a 
host of personal friends throughout the coun- 
try, who had become attached to him because 
of his qualities of heart, and by the people at 
large, whom he had served well as a union 
dier, and in highest branch of the national leg- 
islature. = 

CONDOLENCE TO MRS. LOGAN. 

Mrs. Logan received tonight telegrams of 
sympathy and condolence from the governors 
of Illinois and Oktio, the mayor of Philadelphia, 
General Sherman, Mr. Blaine, Roscoe Conkling, 
John ©. New, Mr. Gregor, of the Russian 
legation, and a ‘large number of other persons 
in all-parts of the country. Mrs. Cleveland 
sent a tenderly worded note to Mrs, Logan, ex-. 
pressing her sympathy and that of the presi- 
dent, and saying that the latter was teo ill to 


call, and thus shew in person his respect for , 


the. memory of the dead. 

Nothing bas yet been decided upon with re- 
gard to the funeral arrangements, and it is net 
known whether the burial will take place here 
orin Chieago. The Illinois delegation, by re- 
quest, will meet at Mrs. Logan’s residenee 
at 3 o’cleck tomorrow, to confer with 
her regarding the funeral ceremony. Repre- 
sentative Henderson, of [linois, and General 
Edward Beale will act as watchers tonight in 
the room where the remains of the dead sen- 
ator lie. 
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THE NEWS IN NEW YORK. 


Newspaper and Popular Estimates of Lo- 
gan’s Character. 

New York, December 26,;—The news of 
General John A‘ Logan’s death was received in 
this city soon after it occurred, and in all quar- 
ters surprise and regref were manifested. 
Among those whose opinions upon General 
Legan’s life and death were sought was Gen- 
eral W.T. Sherman, who was found at his 
rooms in the Fifth avenue hotel. He was 
at first loth to talk, but lingered fondly over 
his recollections of the early days of the war, 
called up by the news of General Logan’s 
death, which had been telegraphed to him at 
once, Said General Sherman: “I first met 
éxreneral i on # boat.on the Tennessee riv- 
er, and om that time until the close 
of the war I had a ,good chance to 
know him, as he fought for a long 
time directly under me. No braver man ever 
lived than John A. Logan. -He had great per- 
sonal courage and was magnificent in battle. 
He manifested intense devotion to his cause 
and his country. Probably at _ the 
time of his death, he was the most 
conspicuous example, of the volunteer 
soldier living. Of late years, in ‘political life, 
he was very ambitious, but his desire to be 
resident was laudable and fully warranted. 
ii te was a constant attendant at the army meet- 
ings, and one of our best orators. On the trip 
to the Pacific coast last summer, he seemed in 
the best of health, and only two weeks ago he 
occupied the very next room to mine in the 
hotel, and seemed to bein hisprime. Forsone 
years after the war he was disposed to be cap- 
tions and fault finding, bnt of late years 
he has been beloved by all soldiers, 
both volunteer and regular. During the first 
period of the war he thought West Pointers were 
disposed to monopolize everything, but he was 
among the first to acknowledge his error. His 
death is a great loss to the military profession.” 

Senator William M. Evarts, at his residence, 
said: “General Logan’s death is a great loss to 
the senate, to the country and to the repnbli- 

ean party. He had great claims to the atten- 
tion and affection of the people as a soldier, 
and in the senate was a a strong, brave mau.’

But Few People Aware of General Logan’s 
Death 

CnicaGo, December 26.—Today being Sun- 
day, the news of the death of General Logan 
did not reach the masses in this city, and up to 
alate hour comparatively few knew of his 
death. Only in thenewspaper oflices, clubs and 
hotels could an idea of public feeling 
on the subject readily be obtained. There 
expressions of sorrow were heartfelt among the 
representatives of all parties, Little eould be 
xeard of the senator's successor.

PHILADELPHIA, December 26.—The news of 
the death of General Logan has caused most 
profound sorrow in this city, where he was so 
well and favorably known. Many telegrams 
were at once sent to Mrs, Logan, and the flags 
on many public and private buildings were 
placed at half mast. 


MR, BLAINE TALKS. 
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He is Also Laid up With a Weary Foot--- 
His Tribute te Logan. 

Avucvsta, Me., December 26,—A reporter of 
the associated press called at Mr. Blaine’s resi- 
dence soon after the intelligence of General 

Logaii’s death reached this city. Mr. Blaine 
had left his chamber, and although very lame 
from his recent illness, had come down 
to his library, for the first time. He said the 
annonncement had come to him without his 
being in the least degree prepared for it. He 
had card only: in the forenoon that General 
Logan’s condition was considered critical, Mr. 
Blaine discussed General Logan's characterist- 
ics freely. Hehad not known the general 
bofore the war,and had met him for the. first 
time when General Logan cameto Wash- 
ington from bis command in the 
field. “| think,” said Mr. Blaine, 
“It was some time during the winter of 1563 
that, by a mere accident, I entered Mr. Lin- 
coln’s Toom 4s General Logan was leaving. 
The president introduced me to the general 
and we had a brief talk. I remember,” con- 
tinued Mr. Blaine, “that after General ‘Logan 
had retired, the president culogized him 
very highly, alding that ‘it is very 
fortunate, when so many generals bul 
fallen below expectations, to find that a few 
had gone above, and in the latter class he gave 
Logan emingnt rank.” “But 1] am not one,’ 
eald Mr. Blaine, “to speak of General Logiu’s 
military rank. That can be far more fittingly

Who was Cannibal Phil? 

Wel), his proper yame was Phil Gardiner. 
Little is known of his youthful days except 
that he was born in Philadelphia, and from an 
early age wasied into aud further cultivated 
the worst class of society he could find. His 
brutal instincts first betrayed themselves when 
in a drunken brawl he stabbed one of his com- 
_panions, about which such a stir was made that 


Phil Gardiner fled from his native city, fled 


from his widowed mother and only sister, and 
sought the plains beyond the Roeky Mountains 
as a Cain-like refuge. Once he felt himself free 
* from the hangman’s grasp he began to think of 
| future action. Phil had heard a great deal of 
the Mormon exodus to the west, and the calling 
of the deadly Danites suggested itsolf as con- 
genial to his tastes, so he resolved to join them 
and aid in the work of “cutting throats to save 
Souls.” 
ON THE PLAINS. 

The main body of Mormons, under the guid- 
anee of Orson Hyde and Brigham Young, had 
struggled on in defiance of the most heart- 
rending suffering and privation to the great 
basin. Smaller trains were being constantly 
organized at Council Bluffs, for the perilous and 
tedious journey to the Dead Sea of the west, 
and never did the ancient Jews sigh more long- 
ingly for the promised land than did these de- 
luded people for the new Zion in the land of 
“Deseret.”’ 

Phil was desirous of joining one of these 
aiter-trains, and he hurried on, as fast as discre- 
tion would allow, to Council Bluffs, where he 
found, to his great dismay, that the last band 
of the Mormon emigration party had been gone 


) three days before his arrival. Hungry and tired, 


he passed a miserable night in the deserted 
camp, and rising at dawn next morning he 
started to overtake the train, which, by the 
way, was composed of the very poorest of the 
exiles of Nauvoo, who, being unable to procure 
animals, performed the most laborious self-im- 
posed task ever heard of in modern times— 
that of drawing their goods, tools and house- 
hold effects on band carts, over mountains, 
lains and deserts a distance of twelvé hun- 
red miles. 

Arriving at Fort Leavenworth, Phil was 
joined by two deserters from the Second Dra- 
goons, named Alson and Merrick. These men 
were armed with the carbines and heav¥ dra- 
goon pistols of the time, with twenty ronnds 
each of ammunition. Phil had only the knife 
he had already used with such deadly effect. 
These three worthies had neither money nor 
provisions, which deficiency they decided must 
be supplied by fair means or foul. Alson sug- 
gested axaid on La Chapelle,a Canadian who 
resided in Leavenworth City, and who, it was 
reported, kept a considerable amount of money 
secreted in his rude hut. The exploit just suited 
Phil’s vicious nature, and off went the trio, Al- 
son, who was acquainted with the premises, act- 
ing as guide. They broke into the old man’s 
eabin at.about three o’clock in the morning, tied 


Te aad hand and foot; then threatened him with 
instant death if he refused to make known the 


place where his money was hidden. La Chapelle 
being terribly frightened by the sudden scare, 
was for some time unable to understand the sit- 
uation, but Phil brought him to a sense of his 
danger by brutally severing one of the old 
man’s earsfrom his head,at thesame time 
threatening, with a terrible oath, to plunge the 
knife into his heart if he did not at once yield 
up his money. The poorold man told them 
where, bis hard earned treasure was hidden, 
and then fell back senseless and ina dying con- 
dition on the bed, while the heartless rutlians 
possessed themselves of his $500 and decamped 
for a place of safety. But justice was speedily 
upon their track, for when daylight came old 
La Chapelle was discovered dead. The fright 
bad killed him. A party of vigilantes was or- 
ganized, and, with the aid of bloodhounds, they 
were soon on the trail of the robbers. Phil, 
being the fleetest of foot, soon outsped his com- 
panions, and crossing the Leaveuworth river 
reached a hiding place in safety. But Alson 
and Merrick were overtaken by their relentless 
pursuers, who accorded them no mercy. The 
fighting was desperate, but the outlaws were 
finally shot and their bodies thrown ona large 
fire made by the vigilantes for the purpose of 
consuming them. 
A CANNIBAL’S FEAST. 

Phil lay concealed on the river bank all that 
day, but when night came he ventured forth for 
the purpose of procuring food, and as he had 
eaten nothing for forty-eight hours his raven- 
ous desires were uncontrollable. Recrossing the 
river he saw a light in the distance and started 
in that direction. As he approached nearer and 
nearer he could smell burning flesh, and this 
intensified his desire for food, till, ar riving at 
the plac ‘e, he discovered the smolde ring remains 


_ of fire,‘and, in the midst, the half-consumed 


bodies of two men. Even he felt some horror at 
the sight, as he understood that they were the 
remains of his former companions, but the hun- 
ger fiend was paramount to ali dismay, and he 
proceeded to satisfy his cravings by eating some 
of the ghastly roasted flesh before him. This 
was Phil’s first cannibal feat, and it established 
a loathsome taste forhuman flesh, which he 
vever failed to gratify when opportunity 
offered. 

But the terrible deed which gained for him 
the generally known title of ‘Cannibal Phil,” 
eceurred in the year 1854. After the scene at 
Leavenworth, he had overtaken the Mormon 
train ata place called Ash Hollow, on the river 
Platte, where he was actually baptized and re- 
ceived into the bosom of the faithful as a full, 
fledged -pure and spotless Latter-Day Saint. 
But, although his daring led him into all sorts 
of scrapes, still the life was not half violent 
enough for Phil, whose wonderful reckless 
courage and endurance becoming known, he 
seized the opportunity offered him by the ofli- 
cer in command at Fort Laramie to undertake 
the carrying of the mail from that post to Fort 
Benton, on the Missouri.

Ac- 
companied by an Indian boy—both of them 
mounted on stout, hardy ponies, with an addi- 
tional one packed with provisions, blankets 
nd the all-important mail, he started out inito 
the endless snowdrift, with the mercur y mark- 
ing 15 degrees below zero. For three days the 
dreadful storm continued; the wind, sweeping 
the plain at the rate of fifty miles an hour, 
piled the snow in drifts against every obstacle, 
til] Phil and his Indian companion were liter- 
ally buried beneath twenty feet of snow, which 


‘they pressed and packed from beneath into the 


form of an Esquimaux but, and thus formed a 
shelter from the cold, which was beyond en- 
durance, When, on the morning of the fourth 
day, they emerged from their snow prison, their 
provisions were entirely exhaus and their 
animals bad disappeared, undoubtedly perished 
in the snow; but, taking the mail pouch and 
their blankets, they resumed the journey on 
foot. Their progress was necessarily slow, and 
on the tw ifth day they encountered one of 
the fiercest snow storms ever seen in those ter- 
rible valleys of the Wind River ranges of the 
Recky Mountains. Imagine their fearful pre- 
dicamewt; a white, trackless waste, withot trail 
or landmark; not anether living thing in sight, 
except a few hungry ravens, watching and 
wai to feast upon these wretched human 
beings who, struggling, stumbling and falling, 
went on again until night evertook them. A 
few busches of stunted sagebrush were gath-

Quarreling one day with a testy army doctor, 
Phil’s tongue went beyond its ordinary limits. 
The doctor drew his revolver, Phil picked up a 
heavy chair, and quick as lightning held it in 
front of him so that as the doctor hastily fired 
shot. after shot, the chair received them all. 

When the revolver was empty Phil put down 
the chair, and with diabolical coolness walked 
up to the dector, whipped out his knife, and 
deliberately cut the doctor’s heart right out of 
him and held it up te the astonished gaze of 
the others present. 
from their surprise Phil was off and away, for

A SLAUGHER OF IMMIGRANTS. 

It was in the month of July that a train con- 
sisting of ten wagons and twenty-nine human 
beings beeame the prey of these red devils led 
by this heartless desperado. The unsuspecting 
party had encamped in the shadows of the high 
peaks of the Wind River range; no one dreamt 
aught of danger, when suddenly—at about two 
o’elock in the morning-the soundly sleeping 
immigrants were startled from their heavy 
slumbers by the fearful yells of Indians, together 
with the sharp report of rifles and the flight of 
whizzing arrows. A frightful pandemonium 
ensued, while-the shrieks of women and the 
groans of the wounded and dying filled the 
air. The battle was a short one, but not a sin- 
gle life was spared. Twenty-nine scalps were 
added to the Indians’ trophies, and all the 
goods and chattels were divided between them. 
When all was over Phil reviewed the scene of 
slaughter, and among the stark and lifeless 
bodies he actually discovered those of 
the mother who gave him birth and the sister 
who had loved him so devotedly. This seems 
like fearful fiction, but no! it is terrible truth. 
Who can judge of the feelings of the man? 
Little did he imagine that those nearest 
and dearest to him would be among the emi- 
grant band that he had doomed to destruction. 
As the darkest cloud has a silver lining, so the 
blackest heart must some time or other reveal 
some spark of feeling—feeling! Well, call it 
remorse, if you will; at any rate, this final act 
conipletely broke Phil’s spirit, and he passed at 
once from out the sight of man, roaming the 
pleins for years without one human associate. 

In the year 1865 he had made his way to 
Montana, and here, with the recollection 
of the dfreful past clinging to him, he strove so 
hard to down the thoughts in drink that the 
sun never went down upon him sober. And it 
was in this dissipated state that he died. In 
Virginia City, while carousing one night in a 
saloon known as “The Shades,” the roof, com- 
posed of logs covered with earth, fellin, and 
Phil Gardiner was crushed to death. A sad 
ending to a sorry life. He was buried on the 
hill overlooking the town, in the midst of 
all the road agents and murderers who had ex- 
piated their crimes at the hands of the vigi- 
lantes.- 


BLUTE’S DEED OF BRUTALITY. 


Calmly (Smoking While Looking at the 
Corpse of His Murdered Wife. 

PoRTSMOUTH, N. H., December 26.—About 
one o'clock this morning, officers were sum- 
moned to 108 Islington street, and, upon enter- 
ing the kitchen on the first floor,were confront- 
ed by a horrible sight. 

Lying upon the floor was the naked body of 
Mrs: Margaret Blute. Her head was terribly 
burned and her throat was torn open apparent- 
ly by a kick, and the body was bruised and 
discolored. In the room and in the entry and 
adjoining rooms were to be seen spots of blood. 
The woman’s husband was sitting motionless 
beside the body. He was full dressed, as were 
four little children, who were weeping and 
sobbing about the room. Blute’s first words 
to the officers were: “This is a bad piece of bus- 
iness.’”’ Then he scratched a match and light- 
ed his pipe nonchalantly. After sitting there 
a few minutes he was about to go out, when he 
was arrested. On his way to the police station 
she stated that he had beaten: and kicked 
his wife in the bedroom and had then 
thrown her into the cellar; that he 
laid down and slept, and when he awoke, found 
his wife dead on the floor, and that he then 
called some of the neighbors. Blute said late 
that the tragedy took place about 5:30 o'clock 
last night. The couple were*married about 
seven yearsago, She was about 33 years old

The site selected was the beautiful bluff on 
“She Ocmulgoe river extending from Fourth to 
'  Pifth streets. This was the only available 
| —- ground, and to accomplish the object a wall of 
— earth abont twenty-five feet in depth, contain- 
" pga vein of granite, in huge boulders of ir- 
_ vegular shape, had to be removed for a distance 

of five bunired feet along the river front. 
The width to be removed varied from twenty- 
five fect at the lower end to one hundred and 
fifty at the upper. where the granite bed was 
located. This rocky vein dipped into the bluff 
at a considcrable angle, so that cropping out in 
aclift at the highest point ofthe bluff it started 
downward until it is within fouror five feet of 
the bottom of the tat at the finish, a hundred 
and fifty feet [distant. Very nearly a million 
cubic fect of earth and granite has been re- 
moved, and a good deal of this has been con- 
veyed on trucks a distance of nine hundred 
feet, where it has been used in filling in a tres- 


The trestle at the foot of Second street has 
been nicely filled in, and much of the uneven 
surface lower down has been leveled up. 

Just at the further edge of the cut a second 
‘vein of broken granite was struck, apparently 
with the same dip as the ofe that dropped out 
at the old ciiff. 

The excavation has changed the looks of 
things a great deal, and has provided ample 
room for the railroad compaay’s buildings at 
the expense of one of the prettiest and most 
historic bluffs along the river. This spot 
is the beginning of the _ granite for- 
mation as you ascend the 


river, and itisa little remarkable that it has | 


the dip of thé famous “Red lands of southwest 

Georgia,” and the other geological formations 
ef all that section which thread away toward 
the distant Gulf of Mexico. 

The stone is not regular in its formation. 

- Some blocks seem very solid, and would doubt- 
less answer for building purposes, while others 
appear seamed and broken, and would doubt- 
less prove.too treacherously rotten and brittle 
for even foundation stoues. 

The stone used in the foundation of the pas- 
senger depot below wes brought from north 
Georgia. Thestone from this excavation is 
used in riprapping and tilling in at trestles.

USED BY THE POPE, 


Magnificent Communion Service Presented 
to Bishop Becker. 
From the Augnsta, Ga., Chronicle. 

The rector of the American college in Rome, 
Italy, recently obtained for the Right Rev. Dr. 
Becker, bishop of Savannah, a magnificent 
communion service,consisting of chalice, cruets 
and the usual accompaniment, formerly be- 
longing to his Eminence, Carmine Cardinal 
Merosi-Gori. 

The set was presented to him by the em- 
press of Austria, upon his promotion tothe 
cardinalate, after being ambassador from the 
pontificial court, where his abilities were fully 
known and acknowledged. The pieces are, 
therefore, worthy of further description. The 
chalice is solid silver, with gold cup and paten, 
or golden plate, used as a covering and to con- 
tain the host. Both are elaborately carved, 
the former being about fourteer? inches high, 
Roman in itsstyle, and having elegantly de- 
signed figures ofthe crucifixion, the scourging 
at the pillar, the nativity of Our Lord, as well 
as emblems belonging to, or representing the 
last supper, 

The paten, or gold plate, has a beautiful me- 
dalion picture of the washing of the disciples’ 
feet by their Master. On .the cructs, or smal! 
pitchers for wine and water, besides their 
graceful form, there are on the first a carved 
picture of the messengers sent to report con- 
cerning the fertility of the land of Canaan, 
and their return witha huge cluster of grapes 
upon a lever—Numbers xiii., 24. On the sec- 
ond there is a very appropriate figure of Moses 
striking the rock whencethe waters gush forth 
—Excdus xvii., 6. 

On the basin and bell, equally beautiful and 
emblematic drawings are found. The whole 
work is quite in keeping with that seen on 
medals in Rome, where it certainly is brought 
to artistic perfection. As it was never eontem- 
plated that the chapelle, or set, would change 
hands, but rather be kept in the family as an 
heirloom in the strictest sense of the word, 
there is nothing common or made to sell about 
it. 

The Holy Father Leo XIII, used it, and 
whilst it now belongs to the bishop, the cathe- 
dral of Savannah has the honor of possessing 
this treasure for the altar on fetival occasions. 
It will not be kept there, however, but will be 
safely secured elsewhere, 

Under the general laws of the United States 
and custom house rules, as a work of art, the 
set came naturally enough, not being for sale, 
free of duty, though the box must have been 
opened roughly, and when in bond-in Savan- 
nah. The inspectors are required to open all 
packages, boxes, etc., but the lock was need- 
lessly broken (fer the key had been forwarded 
from Italy and could easily have been obtain- 
ed) and otherwise the case was uselessly injur- 
ed—an act of thoughtlessness or vandalism, for 
which there is no palliation.

A Stroll Among the Tombe—The Ancient Cemetery 

and Some of Its Landmarks—Pictures of Ante-+ — 
Bellum Days—Its Noble Modern Insti- 
tutions- Other News Briefly Told. 
; ml 
MILLEDGEVILLE, Ga., December 25.—{Spe- 
cial Correspondence.}—Today I enjoyed a rare 
good time. Among tho hills of Middle Geor- 
gia, and along the broad streets of quaint old 
Milledgevillo, I wandefed around in a delicious 
dallying, gazing on the ancient landmarks of 


forgotten days. 

The weather was perfect. It was the bal- 
miners of June spending its golden glamour 
over mid-winter scenes. ‘The bare branches 
of the elms, and the  velvetry 
green - of . the cedars and _ pines, 
were brought out in vivid contrast, cloth- 
ing the rolling hills, glowing with the crimson 
blush of sunset. I think they are the reddest 


hills I ever saw. 

With a party of friends I rode down one of 
the principal streets, and many were the his- 
toric mansions pointed out by our genial guide. 
One of the most noticeable of these is the old 
Janett home, a lordly structure, built in the old 
southern style, with a wonderful grove of cedars 
and evergreens in the ample grounds in front. 
Clum ps of shrubbery, grass plots and cosy nooks 
abound, and along avenue used to lead down 
to the street toward the old executive mansion. 
It is somewhat changed now. The modern idea 
of progress and improvement was usurped, the 
place of the old-time dignity, and a smart new 
dwelling is going up in the front portion of the 
grounds, hiding from view the hoary home- 
stead, old and gray, that sits back like some 
typical aristocrat of the old regime, preferring 
the solace of seclusion to the undignified rush 
of the modern sort. 

Many are the mansions of thé same sort, ob- 
servable at every turning. Each old dwelling 
has a history of its own. The very spirit of 
legendary lore hovers about those lichen- 
covered pillars that are ranged along the broad 
piazvas, and the worn doorsteps that have 
echoed to the manly tread of Georgia’s 
noblest men, and the Vaulted halis that have 
rung with the silver-toned voices of her 
fairest. women. The old chimneys rear their 
tall heads high above the , buildings, and the 
gray plastering reminds one of the solidity of 
a stone wall. Looked at from the outside they 
also suggest huge fireplaces where oaken logs 
suouldered and crackled while these fine old 
gentlemen and their queenly dames gathered 
around the hearth at evening, and the starry 
light of tall candles was reflected in the bright 
andirons and the. brass handled shovel and 
tongs that stood in the corner. ; 

Brickbats, rubbish and debris of a miscellane- 
ous character mark the line of the old peniten- 
tiary $owalls, and the breeze _ that 
creeps through the one remaining build- 
ing _ still echoes the moans of 
remorseful souls, and the groans of those whoni 
passion, folly, vice and wickedness consigned 
toa hopeless doom. Here the poor wretch 
who won his lease of life fromthe stern de- 
mands of justice, only to delve out his worth- 
less days within those frowning walls. The 
subject is too painful to contemplate. 

Down by the bridge across the Central _ 
railroad, and across, and our guide, with a 
flourish of his hand, pointed out to us the 
northern limit of Milledgeville. It extends 
far beyond the city and kisses the horizon line 


‘that rests upon the undulating hills to the 


north, and away down to the dashing Oconee 
river. This land is partly settled, partly 
tilled and partly desolate. The 
city owns this magnificent domain of several 
thousand acres, and to those who agree to set- 
tle on it, lands are sold to the amount of twenty 
acres ina body. The grounds of the old peni- 
tentiary and the state house are rented out,and 
the revenue goes to the support of that grand 
institution of learning, the Milledgeville 
branch of the State university, located in the 
old state house. This school has beena mags 
nificent thing forthe city. There are over 
four hundred pupils, male and female, in at- 
tendance, and settlers are constantly being 
added to the city’s population, and wealth is 
rolling steadily inon account of the advan 
tages this school offers. 

And by many places of historic interest we 
were driven. A companion spoke of the Gov- 
ernor Jenkins’ levee the best ever held in the 
grand old executive mansion. As we passed 
that ancient hill ladies of Macon and other 
cities, who have passed into the mature digni- 
ty of matronhood now, were debutantes and 
young ladies of society then, and the spacious 
rooms were ablaze with light and beauty. The 
war had not long been over, and although their 
fortunes were broken and scattered the pride 
and blue blood of the old regime were still ap- 
parent in this assembly of the first families in 
Georgia, and Governor Jenkins’ reception will 
go down in bistory as the last, and one of the 
grandest ever held in the mansion. 

A gocd story was told me of a famous mas- 
querade ball given there. A charming young 
lady went in the character of “Rath,” and an 
Atlanta man had been delegated to escort her. 
Everyone was required to Mbel himself for 
recognition. This man wanted to be a duke, 
so he wrote on his card, *"The Duke of ———,” 
leaving the blank space fer the name. Call- 
ing atthe house, the young lady suggested 
that he go as “Boaz.” Of course he would 
have been a churl who would have refused to 
act as “Boaz’tosuch a charming “Ruth,” so 
when he entered the dressing room he was 
asked by the attendants what he wished to ap- 
pear as. 

“Scratch out the first line and write ‘Boaz,’ ’, 
said he, and in the hurry the attendant simply 
inserted “Boaz,” so that his appearance created 
asensation, when he entered the glittering 
ballroom as “The Duke of Boaz,” 

Down a gentle slope, flanked by deep gullies 
we drove. Wild tangles of Cherokee rose, stiil 
preserving the bright, green leaves, and thick- 
ets of undergrowth, remind one of the old- 
time public roads that used to run for miles 
and miles between the great plantations of 
Georgia. At last we arrived at that other city 
which contains so many of the most sacred 
memories of Milledgeville. 

The Jemison family occupy a conspicu- 
ous place in this time-honored 
burial place. The oldest is a handsome 
shaft erected to the memory of Abner Ham- 
mond,a soldier of the revolution, who came to 
Milledgeville in 1808-10, as secretary of state 
to the then" governor. He was an old conti- 
nental colonel, and the inscription on his tomb 
informs us that he was one of those whom his 
countrymen delighted to honor. He was the 
great-grandfather of the late Sam H. Jemison, 
and bore the same relation to Comptroller W. 
A. Wright. There is another descendant now 
a Georgia senator. The maternal grandfather 
(Colonel Stubbs) of Sam Jemison is also buried 
there. 

When Colonel R. W. Jemison was 
a youth he came to Ozgle- 
thorpe college, Midway, to school. 
He, boarded with Mrs. Stubbs, and as soon 
as he finished his course he married the bean- 
tiful daughter of the house, the mother of Sam 
Jemison. The old home is stil! there, and was 
no doubt a lovely home in the olden time. Af- 
terwards, when he had lived in Macon, and 
became one of her most prominent citizens, he, 
too, passec-gway, and was laid to restin the 
same burying ground. Previously his two 
sons, Henry B., that died at Oglethorpe, and 
Edwin, the brave suldier boy who fell at Mal- 
vern Hill, were buried there, and yesterday we 
laid poor Sam beside his father and brethren.

gislators, the massive “box tombs,” having 
been erected by the legislature. There is an- 
other group on the western side. There are 
among them several senators. It would be a 
small thing for the legislature to appropriate 
an amount sufficient for the repair of these 
graves. The masonry has settled, and the cor- 
ners have sunk in places, eridangering the 
marble. Were they repaired now, the marbles 
might be preserved to commemorate the deeds 
of these honored men.

Another strange group is protected by a 
high wall of masonry, and in the enclosure are 
the little graves, marked with narrow boards 
at the head and foot, of twenty-three children, 
the progeny of two men, the Waitsfelders. The 
sexton says that both men had pretty good 
families that lived and grew up. ; 

The grand monument of Colonel Zachariah 
Lamar towers aloft. This monument was 
brought from Millen, on a wagon, before the 
railroad come to Milledgeville. The man who 
erected the monument brought the wagon 
along with it from New York. Judge L. Q.C. 
Lamar, father of Secretary Lamar, is also buri- 
ed here. The ve of Dr. Tomlinson Fort, 
father of the distinguished Fort, is marked 
wo SS handsome shaft. An- 
other big monument makrs the grave 
of Benjamin Smith Jordan, and is a beautiful 
work of art. 

Years agoa man named Flournoy shot and 
killed a man named Smith at the old hotel on 
the corner. Smith was a brother of Sol Smith, 
the actor. His body was buried apart from 
crowded portion of the cemetery, aud the head 
was marked by a thick slab of live oak. Long 
ago this slab rotted eff at the ground and fell 
over On the grave, and remains there in a re- 
markable state of preservation now. In the 
center of the grave a beautiful evergreen 
sprung up and hasnow grown -to a height of 
fifteen or twenty feet, covered with luxuriant 
foliage. The trunk is six inches in diameter. 
It is a very remarkable thing to look at. 

Up in the northwest corner is a massive 
structure of huge granite slabs. The walls 
are raised about five feet high and the roof is 
made of great squares of the same heavy stone. 
The opening has been walled up and the occu- 
pant or occupants have been relegated to ob- 
livion. Near by is a brick inclosure, the walls 
fully six feet bigh, and inside there is never a 
stone to mark the resting place of any of those 
who sleep therein. A copse of young trees 


covers the interior, and the whole structure is, 


nameless now. 

After a walk among the tombs, 
strolled out and wandered up into 
the old statehouse grounds. They 
are not so carefully tended as they once were, 
but are magnificent in their proportions today. 
A great many elms have been planted on the 
lawn, and it will soon be a solid shade in sum- 
mer time. “ 

This was a grand old building, and is now 
being put to a grand use. Instead of the 
wrangles, bargains and schemes of modern 
polities, these honored walls echo with the 
voice of learning, and the rising generation of 
Georgia is here being taught the principles of 
honor, virtue and truth, that will yield a rich 
harvest in the years that are to come.

THE SHELLMAN RIOTERS. 


Two of Their Number Found Guilty in Ran- 
doiph Court, 
From the Cuthbert, Ga., Appeal. 

Superior courtconyened on Monday for the 
purpose of giving a trial to four prisoners, two 
women and two men, held for the assault with 
intent to murder the Messrs, Oliver, at Shell- 
man, a few weeks ago, which event. was placed 
before our readersat the time. This case has, 
from its very nature, elicited a great deal of 
interest, and the proceedings of the court each 
day have been attended by eager and interest- 
ed listeners. Messrs. Kiddoo and Worrill were 
appointed by the judge to defend the prisoners, 
while the state’s interests is in the hands of 
the able solicitor, Colonel James H. Guerry. 
The prisoners have been indicted separately, 
and one of the men twice, which will consume 
several days in disposing of their cases. One 
of the men and the two women have already 
been found guilty of assault with intent to 
murder Jesse Oliver.

-The prisoners refrain from making 
any statement. The solicitor has not, at this 
writing, taken upany of the evidence in con- 
nection with the attempttomurder Mr. Joe 
Oliver.

The Lick telescope may enable us to learn 
more about this mysterious business. It 
ought tobe able to make cities visible if 
they exist, and it is reasonable to look : for 
them in a world which is enterprising enough 
to dig canals. 

Unfortunately, we cannot expect to push 
our discoveries very far. The stature, per- 
sonal appearance and habits of our neighbors 
must remain unknown, with the exception 
of such details as drift from the ingenious 
pens of Jules Verne and his associates.

This much we can do, 
and, one thing is certain, there need be no 
rivalry, no ill will between us.

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The First Train Goes Throughthe Severn 
Tunnei, 
From the Cardiff Weekly Mail. 

The first passenger train passed through the 
gigautic tubelinking the shores§ of Monmouth- 
shire and Gloucestershire on Wednesday morning. 
Before those on board knew where they were a 
shrill whistle, a. sudden darkening—forit was now 
nearly broad daylight—and ‘‘We are in,’’ told them 
they were ‘‘in’’ and rushing down a clearly per- 


ceptible decline toward a point a hundred feet be-' 


low the bed of the broad estuary. In a trice watch- 
es were out and windows down,$ the first to 
keep time,tthe other to .test the ventilation. The 
inrush of the icy-cold air, as clear and pure as the 
trip across was being madein the old way—ovei 
instead of under the channel—showed the latter 
was allright. Thesubmarine journey—ifsuch it 
may be called—proyed to be more like a run 
throvgh a pretty deep cutting than through a tun- 
nel four and a quarter miles long. For about 
three minutes and a half after entering 
there was no mistaking the fact 
that a sharp gradient was being descended, 
then @ momentary rumble as the train passed over 
the curve of the arc—for the tube dipsin the cen- 
i¢r—and then the locomotive, atan ever-decreasing 
speed, climbed the opposite gradient, to emerge 
once more into daylight in eight minutes and forty- 
nine seconds. 
VENTILATION OF THE TUNNEL. 

As before remarked, the ventilation of the tunnel 
is little short of perfect. During the construction 
of the work a fan 18 feet in diameter,’/ discharging 
60,000 cubic feet of air per minute, was used. This 
has now been replacéd by a fan 4o feet in diameter 
and 12 feet wide, made on the same principle as 
those used ai the Mersey and a portion of the Met- 
ropolitan tunnels, The tunnel is 26 feet wide and 
20 feet high from the double line of rails to the 
crown of the arch inside the brickwork. The rails 
are laid on longitudinal sleepers. The tunnel has 
been lined throughout with vitrified bricks set in 
cement, and no less than 75,000,000 bricks have 
been used in this work. This vitrified brick wall 

. has a thickness of three feet in the crown of the 
arch beneath the “‘shoots,’”’ but as the tunnel rises 


from this lowest point on a gradient one in 90 one - 


way and on@ in 100 toward the Gloucestershire 
side, this thickness is graaually reduced to 2 feet 3 
inches. “ 

OTHER GREAT TUNNELS, 

The total length of the Severn tunnel is 4 miles 
624 yards. The St. Gothard tunnelis 94 miles, 
Mont Cenis tunnel 744 miles, Arlberg tunnel (Aus- 
tria) 644 miles; there isa tunnelin Massachusetts 
4°, miles, the Standege tunnel, on the London and 
Northwestern, is 3 miles long, and the Box tunnel 
rather less. But the special feature of the Severn 
tunnel lies in the fact that 214 miles of it have been 
constructed from 45 feet to 100 feet below the bed 
of arapidly flowing tical estuary, offering engin- 
eering difficulties which make it the most remark 
able tunnel in the world.

He wrote a few lines in 
straight good English, but the next began to be 
preity badly mixed, and as he represented one 
bottle after another as having been sampled, 
approved and emptied, he drifted on into worse 
and worse confnsion,‘until he finally brought up 
in an inextricable tangle of incoherency, such as 
might be supposed to possess the brain of a man 
who had drank a basket of mixed wine.

It was not 
there. But he did find a brief paragraph, setting 
forth in the most commonplace, conventional way 
imaginable the fact that a basket of wines had 
been received from Mr. , that they were very 
fine, and that ‘‘we bespeak for him the liberal pat- 
robpage he deserves.”’

At the annual banquet of the New England 
society of New York, neld on Wednesday evening, 
the speech of the occasion was made by Mr. 
Henry W. Grady, so well known as one of the edi- 
ors of THE ATLANTA Constitution. The New 
York Sun says that ‘‘it was the best’ that has been 
delivered in New York in many years. The 
speaker, responding to the toast ‘‘The New South,”’ 
reviewed the growth of the south since the war 
with anindividual power and _ freshness of 
touch that gave a strikingly new 
interest to this already worn sub- 
ject. It is true that the south has done marvel- 
ously well in spite of the terrible results of a civil 
struggle that laid waste her fields and that killed 
or, withered the flower of her growth. But of late 
years some of her sons have been prone to boast 
too loud)y of her progress, and the story of her de- 
velopment has been told over so often that the 
telling has become mechanical and the story has 
become cant, Yetno such errors of judgment and 
gcod taste mar Mr. Grady’s speech.

HANGING A WOMAN. 
| | 


Being Agitated in New 
York. 


Mrs, Roxanna Druse, whose case is exciting 
«o much interest in New York, is a small, slender 
woman, forty years old. She is confined in Herki- 
mer county jail, for the murder of her husband. It 
was a most brutal crime. On the night of Decem- 
ber 17, 1884, the Druse house in Warren, Herkimer 
county, was occupied by Druse, his wife, dangbter 
and son, and Frank Gates, Druse’s nephew. Druse 
arose early the next morning, lit the fire and 
went to work about the place. Meanwhile 
the other inmates got up and breakfast was pre- 
pared. Druse did not come in, and the meal was 
eaten without waiting forhim. When he did ap- 
pear he immediately began to abuse his wife about 
some trifling family affair, and one of the bitter 
quarrels that were of daily occurrence in the 
household ensued. Exasperated beyond meastire, 
Mrs. Druse, while her husband ate his breakfast, 
conceived a plan to kill him. Both the 
boys and her daughter were instructed in 
their. parts, and, bursting Into the room 
while Druse was still seated at the 
table, Frank Gates fired two shots 
at his uncie, while Mary Druse threw a rope 
around her father’s neck and dragged him to the 
floor. Taking the still smoking revolver from the 
boy’s hand, Mrs, Druse emptied the remaining car- 
tridges into her husband’s body, and then, finding

him still alive and crying piteously for mercy, she * 


seized anaxeand hacked at his neck unttl she 
severed his head from his body. The blinds were 
quickly drawn and the boys set to watch that no 
one approached the house, while the work of dis- 
posing of the body was performed. | 

Mrs. Druse, calm and seif-possessed, seemed to 
have decided immediately what to do. She and 
her daughter cut up the body and boiled the flesh, 
which was then fed tothe hogs, while the bones 
were thrown into two large stoves and burned, As 
soon asthe work was completed the ashes and 
charred bones were put in a bag and a tin box and 
thrown into a neighboring swamp. 

Suspicion was allayed fora month by announc- 
ing that Druse had disappeared and by the appar- 
enlly vigorous and earnest efforts made by the fam- 
ily tofnd him. Then rumors began to spread that 
all was not as it should be in the Prnse household. 
Whispered suspicions gradually changed to open 
accusations, and then the boy Gates, who was 
ouly thirteen years old, confessed the crime, de- 
elaring that Mrs. Druse had forced him to fire at 
his unele under threats that she would kill him if 
he did not. The whole family was arrested and 
brought to trial. Mary Druse, the daughter, who 
was twenty years old, confessed her share in the 
murder, was sentenced to imprisonment for life 
and is now serving out her life punish- 
ment. The boys were discharged. Mrs. 
Druse was found guilty and sentenced = to 
be hanged in November, 1585," the jury 
apparently having no sympathy for her because of 
the horrible details of the crime. Appeals were 
made and the execution was delayed. On July 1, 
ot this year the the general term having rendered 
a decision adverse to her appeal, she was resen- 
tenced to be hanged oh August j19. Further post- 
ponement was secured, but finally, on November 
s Judge Williams resenteneed her to be hanged on 
Wednesday. December 29. Now the only hope tor 
her lies in the clemency of the governor. 

All the efforts made to obtain a commutation of 
the sentence are based upon the fact that the con- 
demned one isa woman, and the allegations of 
those persons acquainted with the family that a 
Jong course of brutal treatment at the hands of her 
husband, who several times had threatened her 
life, hardened Mrs. Druse’s heart and deadened her 
erceptions of the enormity ofthe crime that she 
had committed. Miss Julia L. Northup, 
a neighbor of Mr. Druse, says that 
she has always believed in capital punish- 
ment, butthat she and her family know ‘that 
there are tg circumstances in this case; 
that Mr. Druse, by his brutal treatment of his wife 
and family, brought his death upon himself. By 
his influence over her, and his treatment of her, 
she was changed froman_ innocent, affectionate 
girl to be what she was and do what she did at the 
ime of the murder. Her life had been threatened 
so many times that killing had become familiar to 
her—(still I think it was done in a passion)—her 
husband's treatment of her being so brutal and 
inhuman caused the crime. knew 
Mr: Druse from a child. His character was the 
same then, always quarrelsome and brutal at home, 
sometimes even coming to blows with his father. 
A kind fatherhe had. Uis sisters also he treated 
very badly. He seemed to be destitute of any af- 
fection towards his parents or sisters, and after his 
marriage his venom seemed transferred to his own 
wife and family. She, at one time, fied to my 
brother’s house for protection, saying: “I cannot 
live with Druse any longer; he kicks and abuses 
But before the next day he sent for her 
to come back and she returned.. My brother 
and wife well remember the time in mid- 
winter—the evening that was so stormy and cold 
—that Druse and wife spent here when Mary was 
achild. The roads being blocked with snow, the 
wife was obliged to walk part of the way home. 
He was so angry that he horsewhipped her part of 
the way, blaming her for their bejng out So late, 
but brother’s folks well remember that she — 
urging him to go home before, but [stay he would, 
No woman couid have lived happily with him. 
He would either have brought her to the 
grave, the insane asylum or else to turn upon him 
as she did.”’ 

In prison Mrs. Druse keeps herself hard at work 
in her ce)l on fancy work, out of which she realizes 
some money. Her rest is much disturbed, and she 
suflers hours of bitter anguish, although usually 
maintaining afirm front in the presence of others. 
In an interview she said: ‘‘I don’t think it right to 
keep me shutup while the guilty party is running 
around sunning himself. If I had anything to do 
with the murder I was not a principal in its execu- 
tion.’’ There has been occasional mention of a 
man who assisted in removing Druse’s remains; 
but he has not been arrested, and the evidence 
scarcely admitted of a doubt that the murder took 
lace in the manner cescribed. In her cell Mrs. 
ruse had a piece of cigar box painted in red let- 
ters on one side: 

You was not there. : 
Judge not; ; 
Foy you do not know it all. : 


On the other side was painted: 
JUDGE NOT; 
YOU DO NOT KNOW IT ALL. 


People who are desirous of securing a commuta- 
tion of Mrs. Druse’s sentence take comfort in the 
fact that no woman has been hanged in New York 
state for thirty-seven yenen, and they fervently 
hope that Governor Hill will save Mrs, Druse from 
the gallows.

Those who accept these views will see that to 
be a Christian is no small thing. It is to be 
round, symmetrical, developed at every point. 
Many of our people are religious in spots—great 
saints in the church and great sinners in the 
feld. Devotional enough, but idle and lazy. 
Many are righteous but not devout. Hard, 
legal, mechanical, but no heart, no praise, no 
tenderness. Many are wsthetically religious, 
Lut practically and ethically irreligious.

Dr. Hawthorr e ched at night a beauti- 
fulsermon on “The Birth of Christ.” The 
music at this church was of the highest 
order. Professor Snow, the director aud 
organist, has ever lent his best endeavors to 
elevating and sustaining music in our 
churches which will give dignity and charac- 
ter to church service. In this respect he con- 
siders that the church is entitled to the best, 
and in no single instance has he lowered the 
standard of excellence. On extraordinary oe- 
casions, as Christmas and Easter services, he 
calls to the aid of his splendid quartette choir 
many of the best voices of the city, and never 
fails to entertain the vast audiences that 
attend this church, beyond their  ut- 
most expectations. And we have noted 
that within the last two and a half years, by 
such efforts, voices hitherto unkno have 
been brought forward and developed,(and the 
encouragement they have received under his 
directorship has inspired them to their best 
efforts, and altogether a more general interest 
in music and in Singing is manifested than we 
have ever known. 

At the morning service on yesterday the choir 
and chorus gave as a voluntary Gilchrist’s 
new “Te Deum” in G,a scholarly effort of a 
young American musician not yet thirty years 
old, and whose entire musical education has 
been entirely in America. This was excellently 
rendered by the choiz. Mrs. Dow, soprano; 
Mrs, C. A. Sindall, contralto; Mr. M. J. ,Gold- 
smith, tenor, and Mr. Eugene Hardeman basso, 
with the following chorus:

Goldsmith singing the solo. with marked suc- 
cess. Theanthem, “Angels from the Realms 
of Glory,” arranged for baritone and alto so- 
los and baritone and tenor duet, was greatly 
enjoyed. 

At the night 
was “Hosanna” the choir and 
chorus and ras rendered perfectly, 
as was also a beautiful offertory. The conclud- 
ing anthem, “O Zion, That Tellest Glad Tid- 
ings,” was perhaps the “gem” of the day in 
which Mr. Eugene Hardeman sustained the 
bass solo admirably, and the duet by Mrs. Dow 
and Mrs. Sindall, in canon form was a musical 
rendition, that we risk nothing in saying, has 
never been surpagsed in any church musi¢ in 
our knowledge. It was greatly enjoyed. The 
anthem concludes with a complicated “figure,” 
and the manner in which the singers executed 
their delicate and difficult tasks was very cred- 
itable indeed and demonstrated what we have 
said above as to the great improvement among 
our amateur singers. 
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At the Church of Qur Father. 


This church was exquisitely decorated for the 
Christmas services. The services on Sunday 
were most appropriate also to the associations 
ofthe great Christian festival. Some rare 

_ Voices, never before heard in Atlanta, added to 
the musical offering of the day. Mr. Chaney 
preached in the morning from Luke ii, 7, 
“There was no room for them at the inn,” and 
in the evening from Jo. i, 4, “The life the 
light of men.” Hesaid at the beginning of 
the evening discourse, that “having considered 
on last Sunday evening some of the doctrines 
of the church, he would ask the congregation 
to give their attention to that larger theme, 
the Christian life, that for which all churches 
existed, and without which no truth of doc- 
trine can avail. 

Church and state had both in their day, suf- 
fered from the same cause, viz: a depreciation 
of their currency.

It is due to a feeling that 
the conventional beliefs have no corresponding 
value in the treasury of truth. 

Perhaps the adaptation of the simple gospel 
story to the culture of Gentile nations, substi- 
tuting the theological form for the lively image 
of the truth as it was in Jesus, was a necessary 
step in the progress and diffusion of the re- 
ligion. But the preacher felt moved to enter a 
plea for a return to the study and fellowship of 
the life of Christ, as better than the traditional 
dogmas abont him. 

The best thing we get from history is the 
enthusiasm it éxcites,” said Goethe. A religion 
which would succeed in moving men to refor- 
mation and high endeavor, much approach the 
heart in aform which it can apprehend and 
love. Codes of ethics and systems of philoso- 
phy, though excellent and true in their way, 
lack the quickening power of a living persoual- 
ity. We hear much of the power of ideas. But 
ideas stated in abstract terms have very little 
power over the lives of mankind. at large. 
“The history of the world,” says Carlyle “‘is 
the history of its great men.””’ The men who 
have individualized truth and given them the 
point of their personality and the impulse of 
their mighty wills, are the powers that be. 
Ideas must find hands and feet to carry them 
as well as heads to think them. Only when 
joked with free wills and stray personal ener- 
gies do they really live and move and have 
their potent being. 

suther, in religious history, and Cromwell 
and Napoleon, in secular history, were taken 
as examples of this principle. How much 
more then must we value the influence of the 
life and personality of Jesus in advancing the, 
spiritual kingdom of God on this earth. 

in the light of the civilization and opinion pre- 
valent in the first century and in the last, the 
life of Christ given in the gospels, is able to 
transmit te us the pure image.and quickening 

ersonality of the head of the Christian church, 
tus make that life of Christ the guide of 
our lives and the inspiration of our teaching. 

Men may carry on their traffic in ideas ti 
dodmsday, they will get no nearer better life 
till they go to work and put their truer ideas 
into practice. Life is the condition of knowl 
edge. “Live and learn” is the people’s proy- 
erb and the real order of all growth in the 
knowledge of the truth. And that you may 
attain to the best life, quicken it-by contact 
with the best known life, which all agree to be 
the life of Jesus Christ.

THE ROBBERS CAUGHT. 


HAIGHT, 


QOUMMINGS AND COOK 
THE PARTIES. 


The Perpetrators of the Late Adams Express Robb ‘ry 
Near St, Louta Now in the Henle of the Detect- 
ives- Tr e Three Arrests Made in Differ- 
ent Cities Almost Simultaneously, 


Christmas evening at about 5:30 o'clock, while the 
pleasures of the day were absorbiig the attention 
of most Nashvillians, an arrest of no little import- 
ance was being made at a we]l known boarding- 
house on Summer street. 

The history of the celebrated Adams express 
robbery near St, Louis is generally well known. 
About three weeks ago E. H. Wing and J, C. Harris, 
two of Pinkerton’s most trusted operatives, came 
to this city. The former registered afthe Nicholson 
house by the name of Edwards, the other at 
the St. Cloud. Wing was a rather large, well built, 
shrewd lookingman, while Harris was rather small. 
Neither presented a flashy appearance and one 
would hardly have looked at them a second time. 
They were on the track of W. W. Haight, formerly 
of Leavenworth, Kansas, {whom they had traced 
to Nashville. They have had their eyes upon him 
for sometime past, but did not make the arrest 
earlier, as Mr. Pinkerton desired that al) of the 
parties to the robberry should if possible be arrest- 
ed at the same time. One set of detectives were close 
upon Cummings and histwo partners in Chicago, 
the others were close upon Cook in Kansas City, 
while the!twoin this city were within easy grasp of 
Haight. The object in arresting all at the same time 
was tO prevent those not arrested from reading of 
the arrest of the others and taking fright or alarm. 
Thursday night the arrests were made in Chicago 
and Kansas City, and Friday evening they were 
here. The two detectives,when they were ready to 
grab their game, went in obedience toinstructions 
from headquarters to Mr. Robert M. Porter, super- 
intendent of Porter's detective agency, of this city, 
and secured his co-operation. Mr. Porter, with 
Detective T. 8. €lemmons, of his staff, went to 
Haight’s boarding house. Clemmons was sent to 
the door, while Porter Iurked inthe shadow of 
the house, toask for Haicht. That party came to 
the door in obedience to the request of the un- 
known, when Porter stepped quietly to his side, 
and grasping him told him the crime for which he 
was arrested. 

The man seemed very much excited and, of 
course, denied the charges. He admitted that he 
knew Fotheringham, Cooke and the other parties 
who were arrested in Kansas City. At the time, 
Haight had not the ‘remotest idea that the others 
were under arrest. After a few moments, 
he recovered himself and displayed _ re- 
markable coolness, He was taken to 
a hotel and turned over to the Pinkerton 
detectives, who left with him yesterday morning 
for St. Louis, where the party ‘arrived yesterday 
eyening. Haight is a very goodj looking man, 
twenty-eight years ofage. He has a figorid com- 
plexion, light hair and a keen blue eye. He fevi- 
dently is avery shrewd, sagacious fellow, possessed 
of nerve and coolness. He has been here about a 
month. 
wife and his four-year-old bey. Since coming here 
he has® been doing some work as 


a roofing contracjor. He admitted to the 
reporter that he lived in Leavenworth, Kansas, and 
that for fiye years he was train messenger of the 
Adams express company, running between 65t. 
Louis and Vinita, Indian Territory. He said he 
was discharged because he was suspected of ap- 
propriating to himself several valuable packages 
whieh the company had lost. He was discharged 
last April. The detectives who had 
been informed by telegraph of the 
real names of the other parties who had been ar- 
rested, without informing him of the arrest, asked 
him if he knew them. esaid that he did. He 
also said that he did not know who committed the 
robbery, but he would walk ten miles to shake 
hands with the man who did. He claimed that he 
had come to Nashville beeause he believed there 
was a good chance here for him to make a living. 
Haight’s teunk was examined and _ there 
were fonnd a number of suspicious papers 
connected with the transactions ofthe express 
company that may have an influence in settling on 
the actual perpetrators of that crime, The wife 
aud child of Haight are still in the city,

The'Markham House, Atlanta, Ga., for Sale 
by Sam’l W. Goode & Co., Agents, 
HIS HOTEL WAS BUILT IN 1874, W. H. PAR- 
kins being the architect and J.C. Peck the 
contractor. It has 108 bell rooms, besides the usual 
accessories of a first-class hotel—offices, 
cade, ve rooms, news stand, bar-room, bill- 
fard hall, dining room, kitchen, bakery, stove 
room, ice house, laundry, servants’ apartmeuts for 
sleeping and eating, closets, water, gas, sewerage, 
electric bells, In addition to the hotel proper are 
three attractive stores fronting on Loyd street.
